Have recefved from the hands of Monſteur Grammont yours of the 1 1. and 13". inſtant ,and cannot find 
that cauſe of {o great rejoycing as both expreſs$ for all doth but amount to filling upthe Houſe, and b 
theirQualifications, EleCtions Nall be ſo ordered, that it will benothing more then a Free Polos which 
conſiſteth in eleQing, voting and ſitting (as formerly) at the pleaſure of the Sword, 1Ff the oldiconti- 
nuc, then thoſe worthy Gentlemen which are excluded , ought to take their places : 1Ff a new one be 
called, then all parties as Subjects equally conterned without Reſtriction or Qualifications , (as they call 
;t)ought to be capable of EleCttion; but it their malice be ſo rooted apainſt the Cavaleer,or Kings party(who have as much 
rcaſon to wiſh and att the good of thole nations as any others }) that they muſt not be admitted : Then tis but 
rcalon and juſtice, that thole that have purchaſed great eſtates d enjoy offices nulitary and civill, ſhould be ſo too. For 
they are the only people that keep up theſe diftractions for their own benefit. : 
if Looſers (as the Proverb is ) may not have leave to ſpeak ; it is/not fit Gainers ſhould, whoſe Intereſt now de: 
nycs Liberty to thoſe Suberers, and 1s but particular to the grand general one. Andfhall the Royal party alwayes looſe 
a national Right, who have paid a compounded price of mileries tor their Eſtates, which did ſarely give them a like 
Freedome as before ? Otherwiſe what ſignifies their concernments to the publk in any thing 2 And how they can make 
them more then Equals in the payment of Taxes and Preſſures, and deny them liberty in this, is altogether unreaſo- 
nable, in that it deſtroyes them their Birth-Right,and in every reſpect leſſens the Liberties of the Subje& ſo much pre- 
tended or contended for. So that unleſs this be allowed, that party is {till Iyable ( as not having the benefit of the _ 
Laws) to the thraldom andlaſh of every Innovator and Power whatſoever ; witneſs their Decimation by the late Tyrant, 
who renewed their ſorrows at his pleaſure. And whereas ſome Pamphlets would per[wade a belief, that England will never 
endure its primitive practice or worſhip in Religion;and that Kingly Government, by reaſon of preſent Intereſts muſt needs ; 
be extinguiſhed;For a ſufficient Anſwer,it will be worth our time to reflect upon thoſe Intereſts. And what hath followed * 
thereupon fin-E De 1ncerruprivn of thar Parliament( famous for theit Vote in order to a peace with the late King ) Anno, © 


1643, but confuſion in great meaſure,occaſioned by the diſobedience of the then Army-Officers, animated thereunto by 
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ſome Members whoſe Intereſt 15 thus declared for ? Therefore to urge any thing which is apparently deſtructive to a 
knowr: and folid experimental Welfare in Eſtates and Kingdomes,cannot be Ilaſting,ſafe or rational.Neither ſo long as Ar- 
mies guard,and force Parliamentary?Counſels(to comply with their rude and indigeſted Models , to uphold corrupt Inte- 
reſts, which hath coſt the people ſo many millions conteſting againſt,and for their lawful King )no foundation can poſlibly be 
a1d but what is arbitrary and perfectly deſtraCive to the whole. For if the wiſdom of the Rulers be thus obſtructed , all 
pther Eſlayes ſhall for ever be fruitleſs; and this I think may without errour paſs as a Doom upon thoſe Kingdoms ; and 
fondly to conclude from their conſuled Notions and circumſtances that|a pretended Common-wealth of 8. or 10. years 
_ troubleſome growth, 1s or.can be better then a Monarchy of above a thohſand years continuance that comparatively im- 
poted no grievances, is a weakneſs to believe. Therefore, you Phariſees, if this ſhall not convince , obſerve the 
Ocder , Government and Rule of Heaven and Earth, of Godin the Trinity , of Nature, and fince the Creation,of 
| Families, of every particular Countrey and people:, nay the beaſts 'of the feild : And then tel me, if you can, if 
| this doth not proclaim Monarchical Government to be according to the Will of God and our Saviour ? There can be'no 
Competitors in dominion in one and the {ame thing, without enraging the hearts of men ; therefore unſateis that Nation 
who hath ſuch Rivals. A Common-wealth is conſiſtent with, and moſt ſplendid under Regal Government , inſomuch as 
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1t unites all to that center. WT am 
Now if this be not duly conſidered, I have one ſtep farther to ſtifle t,eir Obje&ions and fatal intereſt ſo much plead- 


ed for, if they will ſtand to that purity of Spirit which they pretend , iz. The ſolemn Leagues and Covenants 
made by themſelves, in which they ſwore Allegiance, forces this as a duty to the perſon of the King, and his Poſterity; 
and yet the one by violence is cut off,and the other an cxile expoled tothe mercy of ſtrangers, hazarding both ſoul and body: 
In ſum, Reſtitntion is one great mark of the people of God : And ſolong as che gain thus cleaves to their fingers , Re* 
pentance 15not in their hearts. | 

Then, is it not great folly;to countenance ſuch intereſts as theſe which hath coſt that Nation more 1n 10. yearsto 
defend , then would maintain the other in honour almoſt a thou{and years, had he nothing of right belonging unto 
him. And how they can expedt a ſettlement by ( ſhadows of Authority ) men of corrupt principles laden with 
it. ſpoiles,(by which they continue the force put upon their Fellow-members by the violence of Armics) no man hath yet 
diſcovered. UnleG ( with the late tyranical Ulurper Oliver Cromwell ) we ſhould look upon: Perjury and Diſobe- 
dience as no ſin,we cannot tolerate Armies (which are but ſervants)tobe Lawgivers,or impoſe them npon theRulers;from 
whence I hope, that victorious General conſulting with his Army, the expeGations of the world, will conclude, that bare 
ſuppoſitions againſta King , 15 no ſolid Argument for a Common-wealth as yet unborn: Hence therefore let England

ſing out the praiſes of God for their lawfull King, who withhis Royal Father prayed for, and loved them in the dayes of 
their extremity.
